Reorganization Bill Will 
Be Thrown Into Hopper 
and Referred to Two 
Committees.

Today the reorganization bill,

Senator Peterson will introduce the 
bill in the senate and Representative 
Huddleston will offer it in the house. 

Both the senate and house bills 
will be identical, separate introdu-- 
tions having been agreed upon as a 
means of expediting the committee 
sessions. Neither Peterson, chiir- 
man of the senate committee, nor 
Miles Collier, chairman of the same 
committee in the house, has indi- 
cated whether additional committee 
hearings will be held or not in view 
of the fact that the reorganization 
committee, appointed by Governor 
Russell at the end of his term as 
speaker, spent two months in con- 
dueting public hearings. 

Recommendations Carried Out. 

While the phraseology is consider- 
ably different, the bills carry out 
the recommendations in the commit- 
tee’s report published Sunday morn- 
ing. Boards, bureaus and commis- 
sions are Cut from 102 to.17 and the 
executive, under the provisions of the 
bill, is given greater authority in 
the matter of appointments and 4 
closer check on every branch of the 
government.

“The figures themselves,” Reed de- 
clared, “on the regular army strength 
of the United States and Great Britain 
offer the best evidence that we are 
not engaged in,a militaristic program, 
but on the contrary are maintaining 
an army representing only our mini- 
mum needs. QOur army is much small- 
er than that of Great Britain. In 
1921, when our regular army had 
225.745 officers and men, the British 
regular army (excluding dominion 
forces and the Royal Air Force) had 
312,000 officers and men. ‘Today our 
army has 130,750 and the British 
201,428.” 

In addition, Reed explained that: 

“Comparisons between British and 
American expenditures are necessa- 
rily confused by several factors. The 
American appropriations covered the 
cost of all our regular military forces, 
while in Great Britain neither army 
nor navy appropriations included the 
cost of the Royal Air Force, on which 
Great Britain is spending $102,000,- 
000 this year. 

Costs Higher in U. 8S: 


“These comparisons further ignore 
the fact that the cost of naval con- 
struction in the United States is far 
higher than in Great Britain because 
of the differences in the wage scale 
of the crafts engaged in shipbuilding. 
Thus it costs 50 per cent more to 
build a cruiser in the United States 
than it would cost to build one of the 
same size in Great Britain, while the 
cost of destroyers and submarines is 


‘| almost three-times as much here as in 


Great Britain for vessels of the aame 
tonnage. 

“These comparisons further ignore 
the fact that the rate of pay in the 
American army and navy is approxi- 
mately 60 per cent greater than in 
the British army and navy. It also 
should be borne in mind that a very 
considerable part of the army and 
navy expenditures at present is being 
devoted to the construction of ‘new 
barracks and quarters and therefore 
does not involve an increase in com- 
batant strength.”

ERROR IN FORTHCOMING BOOK 

In an illustrated newspaper ar- 
ticle telling about a new book she ex- 
pects to publish, Martha Norelius, 
Olympic American swimming team 
leader 1924 and 1928, gives advice on 
how to take care of yourself in the 
water. - 

Miss Norelius thinks most swim- 
mers who drown do so because they 
show off in the water and attempt 
feats above their ability, and the rest 
drown because they do not “know how 
to fight against or. She urges 
that as soon as possible after you've 
learned to swim you should learn 
“how to counteract’ cramps. ‘The 
newspaper article does not contain the 
secret—presumably you must buy the 
book to get this great secret. 

“Cramps” are a hypothetical state. 
Anybody who has done much swim- 
ming knows the sense of cramping 
and powerlessness that extremely cold 
water produces. The common notion 
that good swimmers who suddenly 
drown suffered from “eramps” is 
without real foundation. The real 
causes of such fatalities are epileptic 
seizure in the water, apoplexy, heart 
disease, and probably in some _ in- 
stances vertigo produced by the im- 
pact of cold water on the inner ear 
(through a perforated drum). Sud- 
den death of a diver, particularly a 
“belly splasher” may be due to air 
embolism, 

In her instructions for the resusci- 
tation of apparently drowned persons 
Miss Norelius follows the crowd and 
makes the same errors they all make. 
For instance she recommends the now 
discredited jack-knife manuever, to 
“empty the water” from the breath- 
ing passages, thus betraying her lack 
of understanding of the purpose of 
prone-pressure respiration.

Involves More Than $20,000 ,000 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—(4)— 
The last remaining difference between

A French businessman, for instance, 
orders a manufactured product from 
Germany. Instead of paying the 
German manufacturer, the French 


buyer pays his own government, and 
the German: government settles with 
the producer. 

Thus no money has crossed the bor- 
derline, but the German government 
has paid out cash and the French 
government has received money.
